WHILE EXAMININ3 HIS PATIENT 
THE DOCTOR WAS ROBBED 
BY THE OTHERS. 


THEY DROPPED A CLOCK 
AND GAVE THE ALARM. 


Patient Jumped From a Sids Window 
and His Companions Fled With 
the Doctor’s Satchel ‘and 
Surgical Instruments. 


Dr. Charles Heyer of Tenth street and 
Franklin avenue was the victim of a bold 
robbery at the hands of three cunning 
young men. He was returning from a sick 
call about midnight, when a man stepped 
from an alley on Tenth street, between 
Franklin avenue and Morgan. 

‘Doctor,’ said the stranger, ‘‘I have been 
waiting for you nearly two hours. I am 
awfully sick and need immediate attention. 

Dr. Heyer asked him the trouble. 

The fellow said he had chills and fever. 
While walking towards the office Dr. Heyer 
and his patient were joined by two other 
men. They saluted the doctor’s partner, 
who invited them into the physician’s 
apartments. 

The stranger was taken into an inner 
room, where Dr. Heyer made a close ex- 
amination of his physical condition. 

Meanwhile the stranger’s friends were 
helping themselves to articles of value in 
the doctor’s outer office. The first object 
they seized. was a leather satchel contain- 
ing an expénsive surgical outfit. Then they 
sought a valige and took therefrom a case 
of medicines. 

But the robbers were foiled when they 
went after the clock. It was fastened to 
mantelplece and a jerk knocked the 
clock to the  fiaor, and upset the 
unbalanced intruders and threw one of them 
to the floor. 

The loud noise thoroughly alarmed the 
physician and he rushed from the surgical 
room, 

At the same time the sick patient leaped 
out of a side window. 

Dr. Heyer was nonplussed for a moment. 
He could not imagine what had ‘happened. 
He racked his professional brain awhile 
longer and then he knew he was ‘‘taken in.”’ 

Without losing any time he endeavored 
to get on the robbers’ trail. He worked 
hard but could find no clew. The doctor 
says the “stranger’’ mistook the relative 
value of his surgical-instruments. He can 
identify the thieves if they are arrested. 

“IT am 60 vears old,’’ said the doctor in 
narrating his experience, ‘‘and but for that 
I might have given the robbers a run for 
my property.”’

He° was deeply 
attached to the late Empress, who was 


Like the Emperor, who 
kissed the coffin again and again, he was 
overcome with grief yesterday while kneel- 
ing beside the remains, and = suddenly 
reeled and fell to the ground. 

The Prince, who is a widower, has been 
regent of Bavaria ever since the insanity 
of the late King Louis rendered it neces- 
sary that he snould be put under res- 
traint. 

In the event of his death or incapacity 
from continuing to administer the regency 
he will be succeeded by his eldest son, 
who, like himself, bears the name of Leo- 
poid, and who is married to that Austrian 
Arch-duchess, Marie of ‘Este,

Horace Greeley six prisoners unwill'ngly 
returned to the Illinois shore late Friday. 

Urged by thé Edwardsville officers and 
Thiel detectives, who made the. arrésts 
uboard, as told exclusively in Friday’s 7 
o'clock Post-Dispatch, the captain of the 
ferryboat turned his craft back to shore, 
postponing the landing at North Market 
street wharf on the Missouri side, thereby 
avoiding the necessity for extradition pro- 
ceedings. 

When Biz Four Railway officials heard of 
the arrests’ they were more than pleased, 
for in the round-up of this @xtette it is 
believed a body blow has been struck at the 
big freight car thievery conspiracy in St. 
Clair and Madison counties that has cost 
the traffic interests thousands of dollars in 
the Jast few years. 

When the ususal crowd that patronizes 
the East Side pool rooms and the,other 
passengers stepped over the gang-plank of 
the boat Deputy Sheriff J. A. Barnett, 
another officer and the three detectives 
mingled with the throng. They waited for 
six men whom they had spotted,’ Nor were 
their expectations ill-founded, for the sus- 
pects marched boldly on deck. As soon as 
the boat had cleared the land Barnett 
walked over to the group, flanked by his 
posse, and placed the surprised fellows un- 
der arrest. Fearing they might seek es- 
cape by jumping overboard, he ordered them 
into tne cabin, where they were manacle-4 
in pairs. 

Few of the passengers realized what was 
going on until the boat backed up again 
and the 11 men trod:.the soil of Illinois.

Friday morning the prisoners, consisting 
of Frank Burns, George Pierce, W m., Flow- 
ers. Simon Green, George McCauley and 
Andrew Anderton—the last four being col- 
ored men—waived preliminary hearing at 
Kdwardsville, lll, and their trial was set 
for Sept. 26. :

Further Decline of More Than One Point, and an Apprehension 
* " Among the Local Holders That Misrepresentations 
Have Been Made to Them. 


Developments in the deplorable National 
Linseed Oil situation came rapidly after the 
publication Friday by the Post-Dispatch of 
the story of millions lost on the stock In 
St. Louis. 

A meeting of stockholders was hurriedly 
called to meet at the brokerage office of A. 


G. Edwards & Sons Friday evening. Wur- 
ing the afternoon Meyer Bernard, a Wis- 
consin stockholder, filed in the United 


States Court at Chicago an application for 
a receiver for the company, cla!ming that 
its affairs Had been mismanaged. 

At the meeting at the office of A. G. Ed- 
wards & Sons about $3,000,000 of etock was 
represented. This is one-sixth of the total 
capitalization, got together at a few hours’ 
notice. Nothing was done at this meeting 
except a decision to ca!l a generul meeting 
of St. Lou's stockholders at the Mercantile 
Club Tuesday next. At this meeting the 
St. Louis stockholders will determine their 
attitude toward the re-organization scheme 
proposed by the directory, of which a com- 
mittee consisting of Frederick Alcott, Gen, 
Samuel Thomas and Henry W. Poor was 
asked to take charge. 

Mr, Charlies Hodgman, a St. Louls dire*- 
tor in the company, commends this move 
on the part of the stockholders here. 

‘You may say for me,” he said Saturday 
morning, “‘that I think the object of the 
meeting called for Tuesday is a good one, 
and I am willing to helo the St. Louls 
stockholders in any move that will be to 
their interest. I would suggest to them 
that at the meeting Tuesday they selett 
from their number two men of.the highest 
standing to go to New York and confer with 
Mr. Olcott and the gentlemen associated 
with him on the proposed reorganization 
committee. I am sure Mr. Olcott would be 
glad to see them. I cannot discuss the 
affairs of the company further.” 

St. Louis stockholders are inclined to 
hold back from participation In the pro- 
posed reorganization until they can learn 
more of the plans for carrying it out. They 
want to be certain that it is conceived en- 
tirely in the interest of all the stockhold- 
eye, and not In the interest of a few who 
are on the inside and a lot of creditors. 


“We thave been taken in so often.” said 
one stockholder, who preferred that his 
name be not published, “that naturally 
we are wary.

Duffner was one of the most prominent 
farmers in Dallas County. He went to Eu- 
rope Aug. 4 with his daught 6 Mr. Duffner 
returned home last Monday und deposited 
a sum of money in the Bank of Spr-ngfie!ld. 
Thursday morning a stranger called at the 
home of Mr. Duffner and bought some wine 
of Mrs. Duffner. He said he wou!d call 
again in the evening after some more wine. 
At about 6:30 o’clock that evening Mr. and 
Mrs. Duffner were in the vard, when tw9 
men walked in and demanded money. The 
men wore false whiskers and Mrs. Duffmer 
stepped up to one of the men and pulled off 
his mask, whereupon the fellow drew a re- 
volver and fired at her, the bullet grazing 
the side of her head. : 

Mr. Duffner jumped on the man, and @ 
tussle ensued. Otto Duffner, a grown son, 
seized the other man by the arms from be- 
hind and kept him from using his gun. Mr. 
Duffner succeeded in getting his knife from 
his pocket and slashed his man across the 
throat, which caused the fellow to fall to 
the ground. Young Duffner called his fa- 
ther to his assistance, and he rushed at 
the second robber and slashed his neck 
with the knife, but the wound was not 6e- 
rious, and before he could strike again a 
third robber, who had been watching in the 
road, appeared and shot Mr. Duffner twice 
in the back, killing him almost tnstantly, 
The son then let go of his man, and the 
two robbers dashed off in the direction of 
the horse lot, with a rope and a strap, and 
took the road to the north. 

At 1 o’clock the Sheriff arrived and or- 
ganized a posse and started in pursuit of 
the robbers. The body of the dead robber 
was taken to Buffalo by order of the Sher- 
iff. Mrs, Duffner is prostrated by the ter- 
rible affair, and it was with difficulty she 
told the story of the murder.

There no mistaking the 
stern determination of the English people 
that Fashoda shall not belong to France, 
The press, on the other hand, notably the 
semi-official Temps, has been steadily stif- 
fening in its resolve to hold on to Maj, 
Marchand’s prize. News of the result of 
Gen, Kitchener's advance to Fashoda is, 
ere, awaited with the keenest anx- 
ety. 

It has been stated that Gen. Kitchener 
started for Fashoda without fresh instruc- 
tions from his government. The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent can state positively 
and officially that this is not so. He asked 
for and received by telegraph fresh instruc- 
tions in view of the discovery that Marchand 
had forestalled him on the Upper Nile. 

This fact renders the situation all the more 
serious if Kitchener adopts hostile measures 
against the French explorers, as he will be 
acting under express authority from the 
British Government. 

What his instructions aré the Foreign Of- 
fice here declines to disclose. 

Intense indignation prevails here against 
Burleigh, the correspondent of the Dally 
Telegraph, for his action tn cabling to his 
paper a long dispatch, which appeared here 
to-day, giving information respecting the 
movements of Gen, Kitchener and of the 
Angio-Egyptian army south of Khartoum, 
information which should have been kept 
secret. It was, in fact, with the object of 
insuring this secrecy that Gen. Kitchener, 
as soon as he learned of the presence of 
what is believed to be the French (Mar- 
chand) expedition at Fashoda, ordered all 
the newspaper correspondents back to 
Cairo. 

His object, of course, was to prevent any 
news of the manner in which he proposed 
to deal with the difficulty from reaching 
Europe until he could place the latter _in 
the presence of an accomplished fact. He 
realized full the advantage which there 
would be in being liable to announce that 
he had quietly shunted the French out of 
Fashoda, instead of having it known be- 
forehand that he proposed doing so, and 
thus giving time to the French Government 
to lodge protests here. This hope has now 
in a measure been frustrated by the action 
of the Daily Telegraph in publishing from 
its African correspondent’ information 
dated from Assouan regarding Gen, Kitch- 
ener's plans. 

The only comfort which military men 
here find in the affair is that as the tele- 
graph line has not extended beyond Khar- 
toum, Kitchener and his expedition are 
presumably by this time far beyond the 
reach Of’ any’ telegraphie orders from Lon- 
doh... Nor can any early news of what takes 
place at Fashoda reach Europe’ except 
through Kitchener, and it wil oniy be such 
as he chooses to send, for he has the tele- 
graph line from Khartoum as far north as 
Assouan,

George Raymondja thief of national rep- 
utation, was releagéd- under circumstances 
that indicate abuse f authority on the 
part of officials in Judge Peabody’s court. 

The prisoner was arrested by Detective 
Lee Killian at Twenty-second and Divisien 
Streets Sept. 13, on suspicion of having 
stolen two trunks from a St. Louis transfer 
company wagon at Grand avenue and Mor- 
gan street. He was arrested &lso for fail- 
ing to leave town when ordered. He is a 
pal of Buck Stewart and Buck Nelson, no- 
torious characters with penitentlary 
records. 
_Raymond has been in om in .several 
States and came to St. Louis about 16 
months ago from Chicago. His ~- picture 
adorns the rogues’ galleries in 15 cities of 
the United States. 

When Raymond's case wae called Satur- 
day Marshal George Volimer informed 
Judge Peabody that the defendant had been 
discharged. His Honor was startled. He 
tapped his fingers nervously on the desk 
and said angrily: 

“Mr. Clover, why has this notorious thief 
been turned ‘loose? I won't stand for such 
procedure as this.”’ 4 

‘‘l'here wasn't sufficient evidence, 
plained City Asttorney Clover. 

Arthur Lyons, a deputy marshal in the 
court, unlocked the cell door and allowed 
Raymond to depart, a free man, a few min- 
utes after the word nolle prosse was marked 
on the court docket. It has been customary 
to hold prisoners until after the session of 
court at which their cases are dismissed, 
This was not done.with Raymond. 

| tgetreete Lee Killian, who was armed 
with strong evidence against the man, was 
on hand to prosecute Raymond, but he was 
not aware of the City Attorney’s or the 
Marshal's action until after the prisoner 
had been liberated. ae 

Judge Peabody instructed Killian to re- 
arrest Raymond, who had completely dis- 
appeared when the officer went to searcn 
for him. 

“Raymond is one of the worst thugs and 
thieves the department ever had to deal 
with,’ said Detective Killian, ‘‘and we have 
made strenuous efforts to convict him in the 
police court. Only recently he got out of 
the Workhouse, where he_ served nine 
months on a charge of grand larceny. His 
recapture now is doubtful.”’

Smock was a young druggist of Shelbina, | 
He Hiad been married two years to Dolly 
Swift, the beautiful daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. D. B. Swift. Mrs. Smock is impulsive 
and nervous. She was the only child and 
idolized by her parents. She had heard of 
or read somewhere that men were going 
abroad in the‘land seeking to devour youth 
and innocence. Her source of information 
on tnis subject, however, had failed to give 
her the ability to discriminate between the 
“roaring lon” and the gentleman. 

The night of July 22, 1897, some thrifty 
church eociety gave an ice-cream BOcial 1h 
a@ jittie plot of ground between the main 
street and the railroad, which the inhabi- 
tants dignified by cailing a park. Smock 

| took his wife and her young woman fr.end, 
Nellie Hopper, and ieft them with the good 
folks there assembled.

Mr. and. Mrs. M. L. Cheuvront were uiso 
among the society's guests, and it unfortu- 
nately happened that the gentleman's posi- 
tion was near Mrs. Smock. She fancied 
that Cheuvront was looking at her and 
asked Mies Hopper to accompany her 
home. They left the park and soon after- 
ward Cheuvront lit a cigar and strolled out 
for a walk, telling hie wife he would re- 
turn for her in a‘few moments. 

He walked some distance behind the 
women, as to whether by coincidence or 
premeditated design is the bitter contro- 
versy in the case.

A jury in 
the same court at the same term had 
found a defendant guiltv in one of those 
“unwritten law’ cases, when the provoca- 
tlon appeared to be much greater than in 
this one.

Mrs. Swift will not be present at the trial 
this month, and the pathos of her condi- 
tion cannot be exhibited to the gury. as 
«he is dead. The attorneys for the State 
said they were perfectly willing to admit the 
entire truthfulness of every word Mrs, 
Swift uttered, but that her testimony was 
immaterial, And yet it was one of the great 
factors in winning those eight men for the 
defendant. Much new evidence has en 
discovered by both sidés and the second trial 
promises to be longer than the first one. 
The attorneys in the case are, for the de- 
fendant: J. H. Whitecottén, Paris; Dale & 
Shain, Shelbyville; Humphrey & Ellison, 
Shelbina: R. W. Barrow, W. H. Sears and 
Dysart & Mitchell of Macon. For the State:

Under the operations of the law Admiral Sampson gets 
$100,000 prize money, while Admirals Dewey and Schley re- 
ceive $9000 and $5000 respectively. 

If the achievements of naval officers are to be rewarded in 
money there ought to be some proportion between accom- 
plishment and its recompense.

LIBEL AND CHAMPERTY. 


The question of libel was recently the subject of an exhaus- 
tive inquiry by the Incorporated Law Society of England, in 
the course of which the “champertous and illegal” contracts 
between unprincipled attorneys and men “whose character is 
hot worth twopence” are severely denounced. 

There is too much ground for this denunciation In this coun- 
try. It is safe to say that no well conducted newspaper ever 
ia guilty of willful and malicious libel. Misinformation some- 
times misleads even the best newspapers, but whenever a 
wrongful staterent is uttered a retraction Is cheerfully and 
promptly made: The cases of actual wrong are very rare. 

This ts acknowledged by all impartial meq, and lawyers 
Who irapect thenwelves and thelr profession®,o not take ad- 


s 


vantage of misstatements Innocently made and withdrawn. 
But there is a class of attorneys who lie in wait for such 
opportunities and enter into the “champertous” bargains de- 
nounced by the English society of lawyers. 

The view of reputable lawyers everywhere is expressed in 
the conclusion of the Incorporated Law'Society, and this 
practical formulation of it should prevail as the professional 
code. 


A number of violators of the Chicago smoke ordinance have 
fust been fined, some of them as high as $25. It is sreatly 
to be regretted that a law is necessary in any city to prevent 
the filthy smoke blanket which is so annoying and so costly 
in the laundry way. Public spirit alone ought to be strong 
enough to do away with the smoke nuisance. 
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PUSH THE BARRACKS. 


In appointing a committee to push the plan to advance 
Jefferson Barraeks and to secure a Government supply depot 
in St. Touls the Business Men's League has acted wisely. 

There never was a better opportunity to’ secure the utiliza- 
tion of Jefferson Barracks which its advantages merit. ‘The 
enlargement of the army and the need of healthful and con- 
venient posts for the soldiers bring the Barracks to the fore- 
front. Having broken the inertia of the officials, which kept 
the TGarracks in practical disuse, St. Louisans should see 
that the advantage gained is not lost. 

As to a Government supply depot the lack of one in 8&t. 
Louis has been a matter of unprofitable discrimination on the 
part cf the Government. The arguments in its favor are 
unanswerable and they should be pressed to practical results. 

Push the Barracks. 

A physician is to be employed in the Chicago PostoTfice to 
prescribe for the employes and look after their health. He 
is to be a Government official with a salary of $1700 per an- 
num. His office will be in the Federal building. The idea is 
new, but has been approved and adopted by the department 
on the recommendation of the Postmaster, who thinks it 
will not only save money, but improve the efficiency of the 
service. 
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The Swiss Government has reduced rates on the State rail- 
ways recently acquired to a very low figure. An annual 
ticket, non-transferrable, on which the holder may travel as 
much as he pleases, is sold for $115. This is cheap enough. 
Baggage, however, is not carried free. The experiment will 
be watched with interest. 
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How are the Republican orators to defend the McKinley 
Administration in this State when we have a short apple 
crop? If Mr. McKinley last year made the flelds and or- 
chards yield heavily and meet a large foreign shortage, he 
cannot escape being held responsible for our diminished crop 
of apples. 
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In all history there has never been a short, successful war 
so fuil of blunders and mismanagement as that which ended 
on the 12th of August; but any one who says so must expect 
to be charged by Mr. Hanna and Mr. Alger with opposing 
the Administration for political purposes. .

DO NOT BOX THE EARS.—Blows on the 
head of any eort are apt to be permanently 
injurious, and any one who as atudied

COLORED SLIPS.—Dainty garments can 
be made for the baby by putting on delicate 
colored slips under dimity dresses, such as 
pale green, yellow, lavender, red, biue or 
pink Persian lawn. It is a yard wide and 
costs 25 cents a yard. 

The yoke of the dress may be trimmed 
with Swiss embroidery, with baby ribbon 
of a shade to match the slip run through it.

TO SAVE TROUSERS’ KNEES.—This Is 
the season of marbles, and the small boys’ 
trousers and stockings suffer in conse- 
quence. Knee protectors are sold in all 
the stores, and may be easily made at 
home, They are simply diamond shaped 
proces of black cloth, made double and 
ound with braid on the edges, which cover 
the knees and are kept in plece by elastic 
straps passing under the knee. One ingen- 
lous mother makes knee protectors for her 
small boy from the tops of the stockings, 
hemming them at the bottom and running 
narrow elastic tape in the casing thus 
formed. This holds the knee protector in 
position below the knee. Above it the gar- 
ter retains and keeps it smooth. Many of 
the trousers sold for boys now come with 
pleces for mending. When this becomes 
necessary neither patch nor darn the knee.

FERIOD OF URGENT LIQUIDATION 
IN THE MARKET HAS 
BEEN PASSED. 


THERE IS NO LACK OF MONEY. 


Foreign Trade Statement Shows a Bal- 
ance of $35,000 in Our Favor 
and Bears Try to Cover. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Evidence was 
forthcoming already on Monday that the 
period of urgent liquidation in the stock 
market was passed. The bears were able 
te prolong the depression by skillful at- 
tacks upon vulnerable stocks, Sugar being 
conspicuous in that list. Large demand 
from the bears to cover at the decline first 
Started the rise. The way in which prices 
were bid up suggested that there had been 
a quiet absorption of stocks at the low 
prices by interests sufficiently powerful to 
guard their holdings well. 


The subsidence of apprehension over the 
money market outlook made further post- 
ponement of the advance in prices impos- 
sible. There has been no notable easing 
of money rates, but fears for the future are 
entirely dissipated. A study of the statis- 
tics of the country’s increased circulation 
during the year and the August foreign 
trade statement, showing a balance in our 
favor of over $35,000, convinced careful ob- 
servers that there could be no real need of 
money in the country. 

Later came utterances by Treasury offi- 
Clals pointing out that the demand upon 
New York banks for payment .of Govern- 
ment loan subscriptions was about over. 
The Government’s deposits in national 
banks were also largely increased by rea- 
son of the newly issued bonds becoming 
available as security. With fears of tight 
money removed prices ef stocks and bands 
rebounded quite buoyantly, the Pacffle 
railroads and industrial specialties taking 
the lead. 

Net changes in the railways are <small 
outside the Pacifica, where gains reach four 
points. Some of the industrials have risen 
4s much as seven points. 


Wall Street. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—American stocks were de- 
pressed in London and the opening here was lower 
h sympathy fer the most of the stocks. Baltimore 
& Obio and Chicago Great Western were conspicuous 
exceptions on reports of impending affiliations. Oth- 
er stocks showed small gains, but under the infin- 
ence of special causes. 

The mark@t dipped downward, in sympathy with 
a sharp break in the Northern Pacifics on realiz- 
ing. Purchases for the short account at the low 
level, coupled with good buying in Sugar and 
Tobacco, soon stemmed the decline and prices hard- 
ened substantially. Tobacco and Sugar rallied 2 
points, but the latter quickly fell off again. 

A sharp upward movement in the coalers was a 
feature in the second hour, New Jersey Central 
leading with a gain of 444 points, New York Air 
Brake rose 4%, points. The market was active and 
broad after the publication of the bank statement 
and hardened a substantial fraction throughout.

They have made James J. Hill, 
president of the Great Northern Railroad, 
the dominant factor in the reorganization 
of the system and have gained for Chi- 
cago and the Northwest what is practically

Mr. Armour to-night admitted the truth 
of the purchase. Mr. Ream engineered the 
deal, by which his wealth, that of Mr. Hill 
and of Messrs. Armour and Field gained a 
contro'ling interest in the Baltimore & 
Ohio, which hereafter is to be a Chicago 
enterprise, fed and sustained in transcon- 
tinental affairs by the immense mileage of 
the Great Northern Railway. 

President Hill's connection with the 
transaction, through his present friend, 
Mr. Ream, foreshadows the Statement that 
he will be the prime factor of the operat- 
ing department of the new B. & O. road, 
and that Western methods of rallroading 
will prevail. ~ 

While the price paid by the Chicago men 
is not known, it is reported that the con-

TLE HE KNOWS. 


IS AUSTRALIA IN AMERICA? 


This Is a Sample o: the Questions 
Asked by the Would-Be Dictator 
of the Philippines. 


MANILA, Sept. 17.—The Philippine N@& 
tional Assembly was inaugurated at Ma- 
lalos Thureday with great enthusiasm. 
There were thousands of visitors from the 
provinces and a great display was made. 
Aguinaldo, who was received with cheers 
and also with cries of “Vive America’ by 
the large crowd of natives inside and out- 
side the hail, read a decree convening the 
members, who included several Spaniards, 
He next read a message eulogizging the 
army. 

Continuing, panes urgently and elo- 
quently exhorted the assembly to “follow 
the noblest principles’’ and invoked the 
“spirits of the martyred Filipinos." 

The assembly then adjourned, 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press had a private interview with Agul- 
naldo, who professed entire ignorance of 
the autonomous systems in vogue in the 
Britieh colenies, of protectorates and of 
American State autonomy. He said that he 
was unable to understand the .dea and oniy 
understood “absolute independence.” ” 
had not studied po.itical economy and knew 
nothing about the various forms of govern- 
ment. He inquired whether Austrailia was 
an American colony and said he had never 
heard of a Malay protectorate. 

Continuing, the insurgent leader said that 
there was 1.0 need of protection for the 
Philippine Islands, because the Filipinos 
were able to cope with any army. He ad- 
mitted that he had never eeen a forel 
army, with the ~_ oo of the garrisons 
at Hong Kong and Singapore, and he had 
never seen these troops on parade. 

Aguinaldo decl.ned to discuss the Ameri- 
can army and protested his undying grati- 
tude to the Americans. He said that they 
had come to the Philippines to fight the 
Spaniards oniy and, now that they had 
finished the task, it was to be expected 
that they would return to America. He 
was —S to believe that the Amert- 
cans would demand a reward for an act 
of humanity and declined to admit tne 
necessiiy of a quid pro quo. 

The Filipino leader expressed himself 
confident that the newly founded Govern- 
ment would build a navy ultimately. In 
the meantime, he said, the great nations 
should protect and aid a young nation in- 
stead of grabb:ng her territories. If the 
Americans sheuld refuse to withdraw, the 
national assembly, he said, must decidé the 
policy to be pursued—a policy which he 
declined to forecast. 

Further conversation was prevented by 
the etrains of a brass band, but Gen, 
Aguinaldo was interviewed also by a dozen 
American journalists and one Japanese,

STOCKS ON ARIE, 


FFRIOD OF URGENT LIQUIDATION 
IN THE MARKET HAS 
BEEN PASSED. 


THERE 1S NO LACK OF MONEY. 


Foreign Trade Statement Shows a Bal- 
ance of $35,000 in Our Favor 
and Bears Tr7z to Cover. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Evidence was 
forthcoming already on Monday that the 
period of urgent liquidation in the stock 
market was passed. The bears were able 
te prolong the depression by skillful at- 
tacks upon vulnerable stocks, Sugar being 
conspicuous in that list. Large demand 
from the bears to cover at the decline first 
started the rise. The way in which prices 
were bid up suggested that there had been 
a quiet absorption of stocks at the low 
prices by interests sufficiently powerful to 
guard their holdings well. 


The subsidence of apprehension over the 
money market outlook made further. post- 
ponement of the advance in prices impos- 
sible. There has been no notable easing 
of money rates, but fears for the future are 
entirely dissipated. A study of the statis- 
tics of the country’s increased circulation 
during the year and the August foreign 
} trade statement, showing a balance in our 
favor of over $35,000, convinced careful ob- 
servers that there could be no real need of 
money in the country. 

Later came utterances by Treasury offi- 
Clals pointing out that the demand upon 
New York banks for payment .of Govern- 
ment loan subscriptions was about over. 
‘he Government's deposits in national 
banks were also largely increased by rea- 
son of the newly issued bonds becoming 
available as security. With fears of tight 
money removed prices ef stocks and bands 
rebounded quite buoyantly, the Pacffic 
railroads and industrial specialties taking 
the lead. 

Net changes in the railways are <mall 
outside the Pacifics, where gains reach four 
points. Some of the industrials have risen 
as much as seven points.

NEW YORK. Sept. 17.—American stocks were de- 
presses in London and the opening here was lower 
nh sympathy fer the most of the stocks. Baltimore 
& Obio and Chicago Great Western were conspicuous 
exceptions on reports of impending affiliations. Oth- 
er stocks showed small gains, but under the influ- 
ence of special causes. 

The mark@t dipped downward, in sympathy with 
a sharp break in the Northern Pacifics on realiz- 
ing. Purchases for the short account at the low 
level, coupled with good buying in Sugar and 
Tobacco, soon etemmed the decline and prices hard- 
ened substantially. Tobacco and Sugar rallied 2 
points, but the latter quickly fell off again. 

A sharp upward movement in the coalers was a 
feature in the second hour, New Jersey Central 
leading with a gain of 4% points, New York Air 
Brake rose 4%, points, The market was active and 
broad after the publication of the bank statement 
and hardened a substantial fraction throughout. 
Sugar was suddenly raided down almost 3 points in 
the final dealing, and there were sharp reactions in 
some of the specialties.

CHICAGO, Sept. 17.—Philip D. Armour, 
Marshal! Field and Norman R. Ream have 
obtained controi of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad. They have made James J. Hill, 
president of the Great Northern Railroad, 
the dominant factor in the reorganization 
of the system and have gained for Chi- 
cago and the Northwest what is practically 
& trunk line from ocean to ocean, con- 
trolled by Chicago capital. 

Mr. Armour to-night admitted the truth 
of the purchase. Mr. Ream engineered the 
deal, by which his wealth, that of Mr. Hill 
and of Messrs. Armour and Field gained a 
contro'ling interest in the Baltimore & 
Ohio, which hereafter is to be a Chicago 
enterprise, fed and sustained in transcon- 
tinental affairs by the immense mileage of 
the Great Northern Rallway. 

President Hill's connection with the 
transaction, through his present friend, 
Mr. Ream, foreshadows the Statement that 
he will be the prime factor of the operat- 
ing department of the new B. & O. road, 
and that Western methods of railroading 
will prevail, ~ 

While the price paid by the Chicago men 
is not known, it is reported that the con- 
trolling interest will cost the Chicago syn- 
dicate about $10,000,000. 

The combination is not only powerful 
but unique. The Baltimore & Ohio road in 
its ramifications extends from Chicago tuo 
New York, via Washington; to Pitts surg, 
to Cleveland, to Cincinnat!, to Toledo, to 
Columbus, to St. Louis, to Louisville, {nto 
Virginia and into West Pennsylvania. - 

By the acquisition of the B. & O. Pres- 
dent Hill rises in the active management 
of 6,820.83 miles of railroad, of which Chi- 
cago is the center. By the addition of the 
Chicago Great Western system he would 
acquire nearly 800 miles of road, snd be 
the individual head of the only Atlantic- 
Pacific railway in the country.

IS AUSTRALIA IN AMERICA? 


J J. Hill, It Appears, Will Be the Dom-|This Is a Sample o: the Questions 


Asked by the Would-Be Dictator 
of the Philippines. 


MANILA, Sept. 17.—The Philippine N@& 
tional Assembly was inaugurated at Ma- 
lalos Thursday with great enthusiasm. 
There were thousands of visitors from the 
provinces and a great display was made. 

Aguinaldo, who was received with cheers 


the large crowd of natives inside and out- 
side the hail, read a decree convening the 
members, who included several Spantards, 
He next read a message eulogizging the 
army. 

Continuing, Aguinaldo urgently and elo- 
quently exhorted the assembly to “follow 
the noblest orinciples’’ and invoked the . 
“spirits of tne martyred F'lipino:.” 

The assembly then aateurnel, 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press had a private interview with Agul- 
naldo, who professed entire ignorance of 
the autonomous systems in vogue in the 
Britieh colonies, of protectorates and of 
American State autonomy. He said that he 
was unable to understand the .dea and only 
understood “absolute independence."’ He 
had not studied po.itical economy and knew 
nothing about the various forms of govern- 
ment. He inquired whether Australia was 
an American colony and said he had never 
heard of a Malay protectorate. 

Continuing, the insurgent leader said that 
there was 1.0 need of protection for the 
Philippine Isiands, because the Filipinos 
were able to cope with any army. He ad- 
mitted that he had never eeen a foreign 
army, with the exception of the garrisons 
at Hong Kong and Singapore, and he had 
never seen these troops on parade. 
Aguinalido decl.ned to discuss the Ameri- 
can army and protested his undying grati- 
tude to the Americans, He aie that they 
had come to the Philippines to fight the 
Spaniards oniy and, now that they had 
finished the task, it was to be expected 
that they would return to America. He 
was pene a og to believe that the Amert- 
cans would demand a reward for an act 
of humanity and gieclined to admit the 
necessiiy of a quid pro quo. 

The Filipino leader expressed himself 
confident that the newly founded Govern- 
ment would build a navy ultimately. In 
the meantime, he said, the great nations 
should protect and aid a young nation in- 
stead of grabb:ng her territories. If the 
Americans sheuld refuse to withdraw, the 
national assembly, he said, must decidé the 
policy to be pursued—a policy which he 
declined to forecast. 

Further conversation was prevented by 
the etrains of a brass band, but Gen, 
Aguinaldo was interviewed also by a dozen 
American journalists and one Japanese,

There,was a fierce riot between whites 
and blacks Friday evening near Tenth and 
O'Fallon streets. Stones, revolvers and 
brickbats pierced the air and several of 
the combatants were painfully wounded 

Two policemen who arrived on the scene 
were put to flight by the maddened crowd. 

W'hen the policemen displayed their re- 
volvers the negroes laughed at them. Then 
ensued another conflict which resulted un- 
favorably to the disturbers. After swinging 
their clubs right and left for a few minutes 


the officers rendered three of the fighters 
powerless. 

When an attempt was made to arrest 
them a free-for-all contest followed and 
the prisoners escaped. 

Trouble has been brewing among the 
white and colored residents in the vicinity 
mentioned for some time. Only recently 
there was a terrific battle in what is known 
as “Cocaine” alley, in which three men 
were nearly killed. The colored population 
claimed their white brethren made sport 
of them. 

The engagement Friday, it appears, was 
provoked by two roane, fellows slapping 
the children of Charles Wade, colored, liv- 
ing at 1302 North Tenth street. Instantly 
there was a rumpus. 

“Go on, you white trash,” said Mrs. 
Wade, as she produced a flat iron in an- 
ticipation of trouble. 

Before she could use it a man struck her 
on top of the head. Three negro boys 
thereupon ran to ‘“‘Cocaine’”’ alley, between 
Tenth and Eleventh streets, to summon aid. 
They returned with Harry Jones, Mrs. 
Wade's husband and five other darkies. 
They carried missiles of offense and defense 
in their hands, and a few razors in their 
trousers. 

When they reached Wade’s housé« the 
whites were prepared for them, A volley 
of brickbats opened hostilities. ‘“Smash’”’ 
‘bang’ was heard and the next second 
splintered glass and timber began falling 
on the sidewalk. 

Six windows in Mrs. Wade’s domicile were 
demolished. The succeeding incident was a 
loud pistol report. 

The shot was apparently fired in the air, 
as no one was struck and the opposing 
armies were within twenty-five feet of 
each other. The street cars were tempora- 
rily stopped and word was sent to the 
Fourth District Station. Policemen Richard 
and Stewart responded.

A Note to Dr. Ussery Proves He Had 
No Intention of Committing Sui- 
cide and Never Dd Any 
Gambling in His Life.

Saturday morning found Celeste Ville- 
neuve, who was sent from the Lindell 
Hotel to the City Hospital, suffering from 
morphine poisoning—well enough to be 
highly indignant over a fanciful and dis- 
creditable story about him printed in the 
Globe-Democrat to-day. sae 

Villeneuve was nervous an Mot able to 
be up,, but he expects’ to be jwell enough 
to travel in a day or so, and says he will 


return to his home at Austin, Tex., with 
his, wife, who, he says, has telegraphed 
that she will come to 8S. Louis. 

Villeneuve is a plain looking man of 42 
years, whose voice is soft and rather

musical and whose manners are those of 
a well-bred Southern gentleman. 

Mr. Villeneuve was reading the Globe- 
Democrat account of him when a Post- 
Dispatch reporter visited him. He asked 
the reporter to finish reading the account, 
as the read with difficulty because of his 
eyes being weak. 

As the reporter read, Mr. Villeneuve 
commented indignantly on the falsehoods 
in the story. 

“The very first statement in which I am 
called Count Villineuve,’’ he said, ‘‘is un- 
true. I am not a Count and never was. 
The subsequent explanatory statement that 
my father paid $25,000 to the French Gov- 
ernment for the title for me is false. In 
the next line the paper says lI spent and 
gambled awey $250.000. I never had $250,000 
in my life. My father left me $60,000 when 
he died, five years ago, and I have that 
now and $10,000 more. The nearest approach 
to gambling that I ever indulged in was 
the loss of $4400 in a grain speculation two 
years ago. 

“IT took morphine Thursday night to alle- 
viate a severe pain in my stomach. I had 
been suffering from neuralgia of the 
stomach and last Tuesday the pain became 
so intense that I went to Dr. Ussery, at the 
Lindell, for relief. He gave me a medicine 
which I took until Thursday night. It re- 
lieved m@ at first, but the pains returned 
eo severely late Thursday night that I 
again sought relief rom Dr. Ussery. 1 could 
not find him. Almost desperate from the 
pain, 1 went to a drugstore across the 
street and purchased 10 cents worth of 
morphine. I had never taken the drug and 
knew nothing about it. 1 had the clerk 
divide the amount into three’ parts, think- 
ing one of these would be a proper dose. 

**‘f took one of these in my room, but first 
I wrote Dr. Ussery a note telling him what 
I had done and why I did it. He will bear 
out my statements. That is the whole 
story of the morphine poisoning. I never 
thought of suicide. 

“The next statement in the Globe-Demo- 
crat account that I wish to deny is that I 
Was ltinancially embarrassed and that my 
Wiie and son are compelled to earn their 
own living. As I said before, I am worth 
$70,000. [ have just received @ suit of clothes 
from a Fifth avenue tailor, which cost $73. 
Il have plenty of money to take me home, 
and I did not telegraph my wife for funds 
to pay for my transportation. If my wife 
is working for a living I have never heard 
of it, and there is no reason why she should, 
“Further along in this fairy tale printed 
by the Globe-Democrat the statement is 
made that my father was an officer on the 
staff of Napoleon and won renown in the 
great Emperor's wars, My father was & 
when he died, five years ago. So he would 
have been s¥Y now. Napoleon disappeared 
from the world’s stage about 1814, when my 
father was 5 years old. My father was a 
plain Frenchman, who came to America 
and prospered. I was educated at the 
University of Virginia, Virginia Military In- 
stitute and a French school. 

“My father didn’t buy me a Count’s title, 
and the only really correct statement in 
the whole villainous story is that I mar- 
ried Miss Schwartz at Indianola, Tex. 
Please print my denial, as the statements 
of the Globe-Democrat are calculated to

He Was suffering severe pain 
Thursday and I gave him a remedy, tell- 
ing him if it didn’t quiet him to come to 
me again before he went to bed. me i 
see, his note says he couldn't find me, That 
is true, because I was out 0! the hotel 
until after 10 o’clock Friday morning.
